State Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
A correspondent asks for information 
i bo ut the State Mutual Fire Insurance 
orapany, 
with headquarters at St. 
Paul. 
Investigation shows that this 
comyany is officered practically by the 
same persons as the State Mutual Hail 
I nsurance Co., L. C. Stebbins, president: 
J no. N. Knutson, secretary. 
H is ineor 
porated under the lows of the State of 
Minnesota, and was licensed to do busi­ 
ness on Jan. 20, 1905. Ju s t why the 
word mutual is used in the title is not 
apparent, for as we understand it this 
company is not operated on a strictly 
m utual plan. 
It writes policies on mer­ 
cantile as well as farm risks. 
The farm 
application blank, which m ust be filled 
in and received and fully approved by 
the secretary and a policy issued there­ 
on before the company is liable for loss 
by tire, does not state what the premium 
shall be or how it can be paid. The ap­ 
plication has a blank promissory note, 
the upper edge handily perforated, so 
to make it easily torn from tho ap­ 
plication. 
It is wonderful how often 
these notes which are signed by farm ­ 
ers can be disposed of to an innocent 
third party. 
Another peculiar para­ 
graph in the application is: 
“It is fur­ 
ther agreed that if any note is given for 
the within insurance, and said note be 
not paid at its m aturity, the policy 
shall, without notice, cease, and this 
company be relieved from all liability 
thereon.” The note reads “Oct. 1st, af­ 
ter date.” This means in plain English 
th a t a policy issued March I, 1905, for 
five years, paid for in a note, would be 
due Oct. 1,11)05. and if not paid then the 
insurance would cease, but the note in 
the hands of an innocent third party 
would have to bo paid by the maker or 
signer. 
In other words, the note lives 
though the insurer dies.

Ti o beekeeper, holding a n um ber of 
bees in ins hand, said as ho hnl the 
w ay through tile ap iary : “Bees In the 
past were used as w eapons of w ar. In 
the siege of Them leery a, for instance, 
they played a very im portant p a rt. 
T he Romans iu th is siege made m ines 
In tile ground, an d th e enemy, opening 
tim mines from above, threw In upon 
the R o m a n s bears an d other w ild a n ­ 
imals, together w ith swarm s of bees. 
T h a t caused the R om ans to flee h o w l­ 
ing. 
“ H ere in my notebook is another ac­ 
count of the use of bees in war. 
It is 
an ex tract from a n Irish m anuscript in 
th e Bibliotheque Royale at B russels, 
a n d it tells how th e Danes and N or­ 
w egians attacked 
Chester and w ere 
repulsed, thanks to th e use of bees by 
th e Saxons and th e ir allies in the tow n. 
“ ‘T he N orw egians,’ ” read the bee- 
keper, “ ‘sheltered by hurdles, tried to 
pierre the walls. 
T hen what th e S a x ­ 
ons and the Gaedhil did was to th ro w 
dow n large rocks, by which they broke 
dow n the hurdles over their heads. 
W h a t the others did to check this w as 
to place large posts under the hurdles. 
W h a t the Saxons did next w as to p u t 
all th e beer and w a te r of the tow n into 
tin* caldrons of th e town, to boil th e m 
and spill them d o w n upon those w ho 
w ere under the hurdles, so th a t tlieir 
skins were peeled off. 
The rem edy 
w hich the Lochlans applied to this w as 
to place hides on th e outside of the 
hurdles. 
W hat th e Saxons did next 
w a s to throw dow n all the beehives in 
th e town upon th e besiegers, which p re ­ 
vented them from moving their h a n d s 
or legs from the n u m b e r of bees w hich 
stu n g them. 
T hey afterw ard deserted 
and left the city / ’’—Chicago Chronicle.

and his family, Sehistler armed him­ 
self with a rifle and started out to do 
murder. 
As 
a result Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Fill and George Sehistler are dead, a 
child of the Fills is missing (believed 
to have been burned 
to death), Dr. 
Frank Dulin, police surgeon, Captain 
William Bohanna, acting chief of po­ 
lice, and Mike Kelly, policeman, are 
seriously wounded; 
and the wife of 
Sehistler Is prostrated over the affair 
and may die from the shock. 
Sehistler had brooded over his trou­ 
bles with the Fill family, who were im­ 
mediate neighbors, and announced dur­ 
ing the day that he would even up mat­ 
ters. 
Taking a rifle of improved pat­ 
tern, and buckling on a belt of smoke­ 
less cartridges, he started for the Fill 
home. 
Fill saw Sehistler approaching 
and 
heard his muffled 
threats. 
He 
tried to avoid 
him by entering 
the 
house, but Sehistler sent a bullet into 
his brain with the accuracy of a m arks­ 
man. 
Fill fell dead. 
Mrs Fill rushed 
to her husband’s side and received a 
bullet from Schlstler’s rifle, fired with 
I unerring 
aim. 
She 
too fell 
dead, 
alongside the lifeless body of her hus­ 
band. 
Not content with the fullness 
of his vengeance, 
Sehistler then set 
fire to the Fill 
home, which 
was de­ 
stroyed. 
A son of the Fills is missing and is 
believed to have perished in the flames. 


Barricaded Himself in His Home. 
Satisfying himself that the flames 
would perform their mission, Sehistler 
returned to his own home and barri­ 
caded himself Inside. 
In 
the mean­ 
time neighbors appeared on the scene, 
but 
quickly retreated when 
bullets 
from Schistler’s 
rifle began 
falling 
near them. 
A telephone message was 
sent to police 
headquarters and an 
ambulance with Police Surgeon Dulin, 
Captain Bohanna 
and three 
officers 
hurried to the scene. 
Before the officers could leave the 
ambulance a rain of bullets fell about 
them. 
Dulin and Bohanna fell to the 
floor of the ambulance wounded. 
The 
driver stopped his horses when anoth- 
, er shot from Sehistler dropped one of 
the animals to the ground. 
With tho 
assistance of spectators the wounded 
men were removed from the scene. 
A 
call for reinforcements brought all the 
available men from police headquar­ 
ters and the sheriff’s office. 
A consul­ 
tation was held to formulate a plan to 
capture Sehistler. 
Firing squads were 
stationed in nearby houses and a large 
force was placed 
in a portable 
fort 
made of baled hay piled up on a hay- 
wagon. 
During the 
preliminary ar­ 
rangements Sehistler kept up a con­ 
tinuous Are in all directions. This was 
return**!- by the officers ami—hundreds 
of shots were exchanged. 
Kelly was 
wounded. 
Finally Sehistler ceased fir­ 
ing and the haywagon fort was moved 
cautiously toward the house. 
When 
the attacking force reached the front 
gate without a shot being fired, one of 
the officers stepped out into view to 
draw' the fire of Sehistler. 
None came 
and with a rush the officers charged 
the house and battered down the door. 
Tht?y found Sehistler Ding upon a bed 
bleeding 
from several 
wounds. 
He 
died soon afterwards. 
It is not known 
whether he was hit by bullets from the 
weapons of the pursuing party or com­ 
mitted suicide. 
Mrs. Sehistler was away from home 
at the time and when she learned of 
the affair fell prostrate. 
It is thought 
she will die from the shock.

Start In Life. 
I>r. Norvin Green, for many years 
president of the Western Eldon Tele­ 
graph company, once said thai but 
for the dullness of himself and Ids as­ 
sistants Thomas A. Edison might nev­ 
er have obtained the confidence and 
support of the great corporation. 
Ed­ 
ison had been trying for months to in­ 
duce tile officials to take up some of 
his inventions until they began to re­ 
gard him as a bore. 
Ho went to the main oliice one day 
and was greeted by Dr. Norvin Green 
and the other oilici tis with sneering 
smiles.
